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6. Spencer Beresford, Counsel for the House Science and 
Astronautics Committee# called to change the date of our appearance 
before the Committee from ], June to 5 June. He said he had discussed 
our appearance with Chairman Brooks and learned that the Chairman 
would be out of town on the 1st. Dr. Scoville has been advised of this 
change in date. 


7. Mr. Bereeford also stated that Congressman Anfuso's sub- 
committee will begin hearings on 28 May on the Soviet lunik shot. Anfuso’s 
subcommittee will he concerned only with the shot itself and not with any 
background information. Anfuso would like to have the Agency submit a 
short paper (2-3 pages) containing a comparison of Soviet and United 
States space technology. The purpose of the paper would he to permit 
the subcommittee to better a ssess mat erial concerning the Soviet shot. 
This has been discussed withl (OSI).
